After breakfaat Sir 
Charles accorded an interview to a Mani- 
tobaa reporter, 

VICTORI.I. 

On arriving at Victoria I found the oily 
very much improved since my last visit, 
and there were abundant indications uf 
th» progiesi made. A large number uf 
Qe«r buildings of a very aupetiur chnrnc- 
ter have been erected, and the signs of 
substantial advances were visible on 
every hand, I was met on ray arrival by 
the Hon. Mr. Smithe, the prime minister 
of the province, and the Hon. Mr. Rob- 
•cn, the provincial secretary, and they 
both assured me of their ztalous co-oper- 
ation in making the coming . colonial ex- 
hibition a success, and that British Col- 
umbia should be properly representad. I 
■was invited by the president of the Bri- 
tish Columbia agricultural society to at- 
tend the provincial fair to be held at Now 
Weattninster, but before leaving Victoria I 
visited the new dcydock which is being con- 
Btruoted al Esquimalt, and found the work 
beint; vigoriou«ly pushed by the oiiergetio 
cnntractor, Mr. Larkisi, und rapid progress 
being m.-ido towards comploliun. I need 
scarcely say that tlio cuintruction of this 
Sne dock will be of inestimable value tn 
the port, ' 

I left Victoria on the n^oriiina o| Qct. 
jst", in company with Hun, Mr. Smilhe 
and Mr. Dunsminr, president of the Van 
couvor IfllH.iid Railway. \Vu went tu 
Chemainiia by thu aleiuner Alexander, and 
there we boarded the cars, which run a 
diatanco of seventeen miles inland, that 
tpjng &!) fay thp railwE^y i? constructed at 
present, VVe drove the remaining nine 
milea to Naaaiino, whore I found great 
progress had been rnade in the extension 
of the Bt^ttlement. From Nanaimo wo 
took the steamer to ftranville, on Burrard 
Inlot, where wo remained for the night

Tha next morning the Hon. Mr. Rob- 
son met UB and drove us to New Wchl 
minster fair, whore I was preaonted with 
an address from the Agricultural Aosooia 
tion of British Columbia, to which I re- 
plied.

and curVatiifca are Df such a character that, 
a speed of fifty rniles an hour can be main 
tainod over the mo.it abrupt ol them. In 
fact, during our trip from Port Moody 
our rate of speed averaged fifty 
miles, being gi'oater than that over some 
portioDB of the lino. 

Respecting that portion of tho railway 
which runs through the mountains, the 
company have wisely profited by the ex- 
periuiicoa of last winter, and rehicated 
portions of tho truck and made auch ar- 
rangements that tho danger frnm onow- 
slidoi, eto , h^iH almost totally been done 
away with. In one portion of the track 
in the Selkirks the grade ia rather heavy, 
but that will disappear when the perma- 
nent way is constructed You a»k for my 
ideas as to the future of the C. P. road. I 
was nl ways deeply improsBed with the im 
portance of tho construction of this line 
of railway, but I never felt or understood 
its true value to Canada as I do at tho 
present nioniont.

At no very distant date lines of steam- 
ers will ply Dotweon Hongkong,- Yokoha - 
ma, and Au.iiralasia and tho western ter- 
minus of tlio lino at Port iMoody, uniting 
the comniorcB uf Australia, China and 
Japan with that of the Old World. I 
have no doubt Canadian linos of steamers 
will run between San Francisco and Brit- 
ish Columbian ports, thus makinjoj the in- 
terchange of tra'do between Canada and 
the United States, and utilizing our 
ghortur lino acroaa the canlinent.

BEITISR llEVENUE. 

•—"The rBVBnuia roturns for the quarter" 
ending with the month of Soptemhor are 
mot by any means pleasant reading. It 
may be asBuined that during the past 
three months the national (imuicca have 
been freed froa\ the diaturbing intluuiicoa 
o^^ncerta^nty and change whicii made 
the lant quarter's returns a doubtful basis 
of calculation. The postponment of the 
introduction of Mr. Childers' budget to 
an unuaally late period in the session, and 
of the debate and division on Sir Michael 
Hicka-Be»ch'» critical amendment to the 
8th of June, rendered it impossible to 
deal with the figures furnished by the 
treasury at the close of that month as 
representing the normal state of the rev- 
enue. But there ia no reason to suppose 
that since the boRinning ot .luly tho tux- 
paying power of the country has boon af- 
fected by any extraordinary circumstan- 
ces. The country has to face, however, a 
most serious decline during that period in 
the income derived from the principal 
sources of revenue. The receipts from 
customs have fallen off by J,'5'-S,000 ai!^ 
those from oiciao £'jlO,000, u liile I ho 
post ofiioo, to which the government has 
been accustomed to look, in the worst of 
times, as a steadily developing business, 
suddenly shows a loss, compared with 
last year, of £70,000. On the other hand 
stamps, from vrhich the receipts are al- 
ways irrei^ular, give an incroaaod return 
of £150, 000, and there ia a ainiilar inoroaao 
under the head of propurty and income 
tax. The latter, however, is accounted 
for by the increased rate of charge, to 
which it scarcely appears to be fairly pro- 
portionate. The net decrease of revenue 
for the quarter is £033,420. If we take 
into reckoning the receipts for the preced- 
ing three months, though as wo have said, 
these were affectod by oxcaplional ciroum- 
stances, we find that the decreaao, coin- 
pared with the corresponding half-yoar 
in 1884, was £441,103. This is tho case, 
although the customs for the last quarter 
showed an abnormal increase, due in all 
probability to larpio clearances of 
tea and tobacco, ell'cctod while 
the financial ^ projects, at first of 
Mr. Childera and afterwards of !Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, remained in doubt. 
But the diminution of receipts from the 
customs, the excise and the ppstofBce, at 
the same time, can hardly bo interpreted 
otherwise than as aho-.ving a atraightening 
of thespcnding powers of the community. 
The Times says that the falling oil under 
the head of customs isMienrly equal to the 
extraordinary increase from the same 
source during the last quarter, but that 
(Inder tho head of excise follows a still 
greater decrease during tho preceding 
three months. Jt is, doubtless, in both 
oases, to be largely attributed to the de- 
cline of drinking habits among all classes 
of the community, but the Times is afraid 
this is not the only cause at work. The 
long-continued stagnation of trade lias 
afieoted the incomes of both of tho prolit- 
oarning and the wuge-receiving claaaes, 
and the agricultural depression has cur- 
tailed the resources alike of landlords und 
tsnants. The most convincing proof that 
there is a real restriction of spending 
power is to be found in the loss on the 
postoffico receipts, which, it is to bo ob- 
Bprved, are given in gross and aro not 
affected by any departmental reforms in- 
volvmg an increased outlay. Up to the 
present time, the receipts under tho head 
of income tax have been too insignificant 
to supply any test of the financial condi- 
tion of the middle classes. Down to the 
oloae of the last financial year tho produc- 
tiveness of tho income tax was ascer- 
tained to have kept at the highost level; 
the extra penny of the rate put on in 
November produced f^ill two millions. 
The revenue from this source, however, 
was gathered in so promptly und actively 
that the amount of arrears remaining over 
to swell the receipts of tho present year 
are leas than Mr. Childers had reckoned 
upon. If the decline of tho revenue from 
the customs, the excise and the pusto£Sce 
points, as we are afraid it does, to a gen- 
oral "shrinkage" of incomes, tho income 
tax, so far from producing two millions for 
every penny in tho nound, may not oome 
up, during tho remaining half of the 
financial year, to the more modest sum of 
£15,400,000, which was the estimate of 
tl^e late chancellor of the exchequer, and 
which was adopted by his successor. 



RON. MR. CUAPLEAU ON RIEL. 

Hon. Mr. Chapleau, secretary of state, 
who lately returned from Franco, was in- 
terviewed by a Montreal Onzutto rupre- 
sentativo. Tho result of tho interview 
is given below. It shows that Mr. Chap- 
leau ia not at all prepossessed in Kiel's 
prospects of escaping the gallows, which 
he richly merits. It has boon assorted by 
the liberal presa tliat Mr. Chaploau was 
engaged while in France in manufacturing 
French public aontimont in favor of the 
arch-rebel, Tho words of the secretary 
of state show that the very reverse was 
the fact — that ho interested himself in 
correcting public opinion on the subject 
of the condemned man. 

"What is tho opinion about Riol's caao 
in France?" asked the Gazette repreaenta- 
tireof Hon. J. II. Chaploau. 

"There was at first, "he replied, "a good 
deal of sympathy for Kiel because they 
had a wrong idea about his case. They 
thought ho was a Frenchman who was 
persecuted by tho English gnvermnont, 
and this idea was given vont to in artieloa 
in all the papers in France having the boat 
standing, like the Figaro — articles which 
were written without any consideration of 
the true facts. In fact an article was 
written in one of tho papers and aunt to 
me as a kind of compliment, wherein the 
British government was abused for tho 
acts of the Canadian govominent. The 
DatBona-who sent mo this article were 
■arproiid when I told them.'Ypur attacks 
are directed against ine. The Canadian 
government, and not the English govern- 
ment, has dealt with tlio rebellion in tho 
North- West territory of Canada, and if 
you intended to please mo your article 
is not likely to answer your purpose.' " 

•'I suppose the Frenoli people have 
formed a different opinion of the Riel 
case now ?" aslced the interviewer. 

"Yes," replied Mr. Chapleau, "for 
they understand it. Tlioy feel exactly as 
all men feel— thot is to say that law and 
' jastioe should bo supported in their 
"course, "Even tho papers that have writ- 
ten those articles in favor of liiel have 
since gone back on them and placed the 
facta in the proper light before their 
MftderB,"* ...

saw a set of sluiceB within 1200 feet of 
tho mouth which only one man shoveled, 
and the clean-up was §107 for ten hours. 
Another company of white men rocked

Ward 
prospected an 8 -foot shaft in the bed of 
Granite crook and got 75 cents to four 
pans. Another man took out over §2.80 
to a single pan. At the creek there is a 
tract of 100 hundred acres, formed by 
tho wa^h of the creek for centuries which 
is believed to bo rich. A bedrock Hume 
will be run in from tiie Semilkamoon and 
the ground thoroughly worked. Whip- 
sawed lumber is §i'-'0 51 feet. Six or 
eight houBoa ara under way at Granito 
city; these with a dozen others constitute 
the town. The biggest result yet obtain- 
ed on the creek in one day was on a claim 
from which four men took $900 in one 
day. 

Mr. Barrington Price, who left the 
diggings one day later than Mr. Ward, 
ropurt.s that Capt. Sherburne is taking 
out §400 daily in his claim. Jan Fay has 
sold 100 foot of his claim for :?700. All 
the claims on the crook that are being 
work' a are paying well. 

News from Bear creek is not encourag- 
ing and it is thought that the disuuvory 
will not be prodnotive of much good ro- 
sults. 

Chance, tho discoverer of Granite creek 
diggings, has found another paying crook, 
distant 85 miles from Allison's store. It 
prospects from S7 to §8 a day. 

Tho health of- the miners is good: 
weather fine, no snow and miners all at 
work. 

The bench diggings prospect from five 
to 7 cents to the pan from the surface 
down. t 

The trail from Hope is filled with min- 
ers on their way in. A drove of 470 hogs 
from Chilliwhack was met on Hope 
mountains.

New York, Oct. 20.— Charles Leland, 
the great hotel man, died at Long Branch 
yesterday in the cottage of hia nephew, 
Warren Loland, jr. 

On the 15th of August last, .John Eog- 
genbrod attempted suicide by cutting his 
throat with a razor. He recovered, and 
was arraigned iu court to-day, charged 
with attempting his life. Another charge 
of felonious aaaault was made against him 
by Blra. .\iinio EUcr, wife of a aaloou- 
keoper. Uoggonbrod induced her to 
elope with him to Chicago, and slie carried 
off about $800 belonging to her husband. 
In Chicago Roggenbrod caused her arrest 
and tliun with the money deserted her. 
She rot'irnod to this city and became 
rocfuiciled to hor husband. Roggenbrod 
then appeared and wanted her to eloiio 
with him again. She refused, and lie 
struck her with a slung-shot and gashed 
her with a razor. Afterward he out hia 
own throat with the razor. Tho magia- 
trato thought him insane and committed 
him for medical examination.

EUROPE 

ArnKNs, Oct. 20. — Tho council of Can- 
di, the largest city in Crete, has voted in 
favor of a union with Greece, but tho 
populace refuse to revolt against tho 
Turkish government before Greoco de- 
clares war. The (ireoka aro v.ild with 
enthusiasm. Thirty thousand men of tho 
reservoa liavo beou enrolled during tho 
past five daya and thousands aro arriving 
from all parts of Greece. The people are 
clamoring for war. 

Paris, Oct. 20. — Russia has made a 
pi'opoa-lion to land 9000 troops in Varna, 
a seaport town of Bulgaria, in 24 hours, 
in case of need. 

PiiiLLii-oi'OLis, Oct. 20. — Prince Alex- 
ander haa summoned tho whole of the 
national militia of Bulgaria for immediate 
service in-defence of their country. The 
tension is increasins: and war with Servin 
ia well nigh inevitable. Bulgaria has 
done her utmost to avert such a castas- 
tropho. 

Lascelles, the British agent and consul- 
general for Bulgaria, has left this city for 
SoGa.- 

CorENnAGBN, Oct. 20. — Tho king, liav 
ing continued the arbitrary policy of 
King Christian in refusing to disniiaa the 
Estrupp cabinet, in compliance with tlie 
veto of parliaiiiont, for levying unconsti- 
tutional taxes becauao parliament refused 
to vote tho budget, has led to a number 
of serious riots and an imposing demon- 
stration in Copenhagen. The . people 
seem determined that their representatives 
in parliainont shall havo some voico in tho 
affairs of the government, and havo be- 
come so threatening in thoir demands 
that the king has ordered the garrison at 
Copenhagen to bo largely reinforced. The 
popular demonstrations are not confined U) 
Copenhagen alone, but are general through 
Denmark. It ia expected that if a aiego 
is declared a revolution will enauo if tho 
king por.iists in refusing tho concoaainns 
asked by parliament. A number of polit- 
ical arrcata have been made, tending to 
further incense the people, and bloodshed 
is anticipated. 

Paris, Oct. 20. — Preaidenl (irevy has 
accepted tho resignations of Fiorro Lo 
Grande, minister of agriculture, and 
Uonri iMargc)n,- minister of commerce; 
vrho failed of re-election to the chamber 
of deputies. 

BiHMiNOiiAM, Oct. 20 — Seven hundred 
unemployed workmon in the city to day 
marched to the residence of Mr. Chamber- 
lain. The chief of police, learning of 
thoir intention and fearing violence, sent 
a hugn force of police by a shorter route 
und when tho proooesion arrived at Mr. 
Oh-iniberlnin's house they found it sur- 
rounded by polirfemen. After a consulta- 
tion a deputation of tlrreo of the unem- 
ployed men were admitted to aoo Mr. 
Chaiiiborlain. Tliey detailed their griov- 
ancc-i and flatly accused Mr. Chamburlain 
of nuUiog a row with tho wealthier class 
to alien iato their sympathy for the suffer- 
ing poor for. personal and political aggran- 
dizement. Mr, Chamberlain refused to 
attend a meeting in aid of a distress fund. 
The iiieii roturnuil to thoir place of moot- 
ing howling against Mr. Chamberlain. 

EiJisiiuitoii, t)ct. 20. — The action of 
Mr. Riias WinaiiB, the Baltimore million- 
aire, who owned an extensive park in the 
north of Scotland, in enclosing the road- 
way I'll his property, so angered tho peo- 
ple in that vicinity that tlioy mobbud and 
atoned him on Sunday last. Winans has 
ofTered .LoOU reward for the capture of tho 
culprits. 

London, Got. 20 — The case against 

Mra. Langtry, summoned to appear before 
the coinily court of Cholaea fur refusing 
to pay liouselnild debts, contracted while 
living with her huaband, camo up for 
htaring and was pns'.ponod till Nov. 3d, 
at the reiiuoat of hor counsel, who plead- 
ed th.'it hia client could not appear owing 
to professional ennagements which could 
not bo broken without serious damage to 
defoiidiuit. A number of dressiiiakerf' 
liill.i are ammig tho itoma mentioned. 
Mrs. Langtry claims hor Imiband ia ro- 
sponaiblo for tho debta. Mr. Langtry's 
friends aay ho ia unablj to pay tho bills, 
as his only source of income at present is 
an annuity allowed by his wife on condi- 
tion that ho does not molest her. 

Lord Salisbury haa informed thu I'orto 
that Kiighuid wiP, send an energetic ro- 
raonatraiico to Sorvia and Greece against 
their formidable armaments, and advise 
them to keep quiet. 

UNITED STATES. 

Ni;w YoKK, Oct. 20.— A Washington 
apeciid aays that hUor infurmation from 
Germany shows that iMiniater Pendleton 
has much graver cause for endeavoring to 
come to a better understanding with the 
German government as to the construc- 
tion given to the Bancroft treaty than is 
given in tho brief dispatch which an- 
nouiicoi that nogotiatioiis had begun. It 
appears that Bismarck acain gives evi- 
dnnce of his increaaing hatred to tho 
United States by interpreting the Ban 
croft treaty in the severest manner against 
all Oorman-Amoricans. German- Ameri- 
cana in Germany have boon notified that 
horoitftor thoir rosideiico must ho limited 
to a few weeks or niontha, and that if 
they in any particular during even that 
abort period become troublesome, they 
will be subject to receive notice at ,any 
time to leave the country. The attitude 
which the German government has taken 
is in direct violation of tho spirit, if not 
tho letter, of the Bancroft treaty.

lake, packing their canoe and provisions 
with them. Thence to Isle la Crosse, to 
Fort Fond du Lac, on Lake Athabasca, 
north via Slave river to Fort Resolution, 
on Great Slave lake, where tho winter was 
passed at the II. B. Co.'s pest. Although 
the thermometer waa down to 00' bolow 
zero, Mr. Garland said it waa one of tho 
moat delightful winters he had over spent. 
There was only one to exceed it — that of 
South Africa. From the post trips were 
made in all directions by 

.SLKDS drawn by DOO-TEAiMS. 

^N'otwithstanding the intense cold, with 
the e.'iceptiun of foot, hands and hyad, 
thoro was no extra clothing used. All 
along tho officers of the M. B. Co. had 
been moat hospitable and were delighted 
to meet the two adventuiou-i tourista. 
Winter diet is rather limited, being con 
fined exclusively to fish and venison, and 
wlien the latter is scarce it ia rather a se- 
rious outlook. On the 8th of Juno the 
two tourists parted rather regretfully 
from their far northern friends, and by 
the upper arm of Great Slave lake reached 

THE UACKENZIB niVER, 
and then canoed northward, calling at 
tho various posts on the route, until Fort 
Good Hope was reached, where Indiana 
wore procured and tho canoe packed over 
the mountains until Porcupine river waa 
mot with. Here the Indians were dis- 
missed and the canoe taken again. There 
are a number of rapids in this river, and 
frequently tho travelers wore delayed a 
couple of days on account of high wind, 
fearing being iwamped in the rapids with 
a heavily-laden canoe. 

THE YUKO.V 
waa at last reached, down v/hieh gioat 
river tho tourists canoed until a little 
steamer belonging to the Alaska com 
meroittl eofnpany waa mot which they 
boarded and were brought down to St. 
Michaels. Here they were again favored 
by meeting tlie U. S. steamer Corwin, by 
which they took passage for San Francis- 
co. This was in tho latter part of August. 
The trip on tho steamer was most inter- 
esting, as the opportunity was afforded of 
seeing a fiir seal hunt at Seal islands. A 
number of sea lions were also shot, and 
on tho way down a large polar bear was 
hunted. Thia waa more exciting than a 
tiger hunt, a-nd on coming up with

to use Mr. Garland's words, ','a couplo of 
bullets were put into him before he could 
say Jack Robinson." The bear weighed 
about 1800 pounds, the skin of which will 
be abutted and forwarded tu the Smithson- 
ian institute. 

Meaara. Garland and Beatty are now on 
choir way to Winnipeg, and wilf leave for 
that point via tho -Northern Pacific, and 
from thence to their English homo. The 
two gentlemen have accomplished a 
unique feat in making the trip for the 
most part alone and 

WITHOUT a COMl'AKS, 

only a poor kind of a map being their 
guide. The trip was never made before 
by an Indian, and only one white man is 
known to have accomplished it, ho being 
a deserter of the H. B. Co. The danger- 
ous undertaking waa commenced merely 
for pleaaure and that love of adventure 
whifh has ever characterized the Etigliah 
race, who have been the pionoera in al- 
inoat every part of the habitable and un - 
inhabitable globe. They have no inten- 
tion of publishing a book of their travel.^; 
lin fact iMr. (iarland said he wua ".not so 
foidiah us ..',11 wiito one." 

Th" two travei'.Wa are charmed with 
tlio magnificence of the t?oun.irv and tlio 
excitement of the tripi and the^ eorta^ial.v 
deserve great credit for their pluck and 
endurance in ao successfully accomplish- 
ing so hazardous an undertaking,
